Some farm pests can be defeated 
daly by the efforts of professionally 
wained agricultural experts. Stem 
thst of wheat is & good example, be- 
cause the farmer could do little but 
await the distribution of resistant 
varieties. Not so with the wheat atem 
sawfly. Methods of controlling this 
pest have been worked out by pro- 
fessional entomologists in co-opera- 
on with farmers. It remains now for 
farmers to adopt the recommended 
practices, 

The “Wartime Production Series” 
of pamphlets published by the Do- 
minion Government has included 
some very useful literature. One of 
the best pamphlets in the series is 
one prepared by Dr. C. W. Farstad 
and entitled “Control of Wheat Stem 
Sawfly in the Prairie Provinces.” 
Any farmer who owns a sawfly 
should also own a copy of this leaf- 
let. It is well and clearly written 
and the recommendations made are 
based on careful and extensive field 
observations,

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Facing A Shortage 


As the days of the world war lengthen it is becoming increasingly 
evident that the Democracies are facing a very serious shortage of many 
of the necessities of life. This can be accepted as the inevitable, In the 
early months of the war Britain was forced to adopt a system of ration- 
ing, mainly of foodstuffs. Since then, not only food, but almost every 
necessity of life, has had to be rationed. In Canada, we have been asked 
to reduce our consumption of certain commodities, but as yet the condi- 
tions did not seem to warrant the introduction of a system of rationing, 
except in a mild form, as in the case of gasoline and rubber. This is not 
to say that we shall always be able to purchase what we will. As the 
scarcity of various commodities continue, we may well expect more 
governmental action, and of a more drastic nature, to control the con- 
sumption of many articles that may now be freely purchased, It is not} 
only in the matter of materials essential to the prosecution of the war, 
and that is all important, but shortages are bound to occur in many 
other lines before the war is over. Many will recall during the last war, 
how sugar and other commodities were difficult to obtain, 

* * * * 
Is Rationing Coming? 

It is common knowledge that the government will likely be faced 
with no other alternative but to apply a system of rationing of many} 
articles in order to conserve the supply of certain materials essential to 
the prosecution of the war, as well as to reduce the consumption of | 
other than war materials, so that a serious shortage may be averted. It} 
is understood that plans are being considered at Ottawa with this end 
in view. It is generally conceded that rationing is the most sensible and 
equitable method for the control and distribution of a limited supply. | 
Much as we may object to any interference in our rights to purchase | 
what we may deem to be the legitimate necessities of life, we must 
accept whatever rulings that may be enforced for the common good. 

* * * * 
Must Tighten Belts 

When we consider the position of the people of the occupied coun- 
tries of Europe in respect to food and clothing, it must give us good 
cause to remember that we have so far been lightly touched by the effects | 
of war. As a matter of fact, many of us fail to really grasp the full 
import of the struggle in which we are engaged. True, the entry of Japan 
into the conflict has brought closer to this continent a fuller realization 
of war and what it means. It may also result in the cutting off for a| 
time at least certain essential commodities that have been procured from | 
the new war zone. While Canada, as long as we can keep the enemy | 
from our shores, will not likely ever face a shortage of food, yet it is) 
quite conceivable that there will be many items now available that may 


become difficult to obtain as the war continues. To guard against a serious 
shortage of certain commodities it will therefore be necessary for us, to 
restrict our purchases, either voluntarily or by government intervention 
and restrictions. As yet we have been but lightly touched by the neces- 
sities of war, and owing to our favorable location, perhaps less than any 
other part of the British Commonwealth of Nations. In the face of the 
grave situation that now confronts our Empire, no sacrifice that we 
may be called upon to make, in the fight for freedom, should be considered 
too great. Let us all be prepared to willingly face the exigencies of the 
situation and do our part in the conservation of the vital necessities of 
war.

Change In Food Habits | 
United States Preparing To Feed 
An Additional Ten Million 
In Britain 

The U.S. public faces many changes 
in food habits, according to the maga- 
zine Food Industries. 

The government plan calls for an 
increase of 15 per cent. in the food 
output to take care of the present 
addition demands, but, Food Indus- 
tries pointed out, the U.S. is prepar- 
ing to feed an additional 10,000,000 
in Britain next year, perhaps a like 
number in Russia and our own 1,400,- 
000-man army. 

Reports from Britain state that 
cheese, dried milk, evaporated milk, 
dried eggs, fruit and tomato juices, 
poultry, meat, bacon, lard and pork 
products most urgently needed. 
These products have to be processed 
and packaged before shipments, 

There is a packaging problem. 
Food to Britain requires a steady 
flow of 10 to 15 million paper board 
containers per month, in addition to 
millions of cases of canned goods, 

The paper box shortage is already 
acute, due not only to shipping of 
food under lease-lend, but because 


the army is buying items in millions | 


of corrugated and fibre containers. 
Tin foil materials for wrapping 


processed cheese, and transparent 
cellulose (such as cellophane) also 
are facing a _ shortage. Drastic 


changes in food packaging are ahead 
for the U.S. consumer because of

New Prospecting Grounds Have Been | 
Located By Geologists 


Dominion Government geologists | 
engaged during the past field season | 
in an exploratory survey of a 30,000 
square mile section of Quebec, lying 
east of James Bay, report the pres- 
ence of a large band of volcanic and 
which they de- 
scribe as being worthy of intensive 
prospecting for gold and other metals, 
announces the Department of Mines 


‘and Resources. The favourable rocks 
follow 


the Eastmain River for 140 
and are 15 miles in width. 
The region is one of three within the 
Canadian Shield in which the Geo- 
logical Survey made exploratory and 
reconnaissance surveys during 1941. 

In one of the others, north of 
Chibougamau Lake and west of Lake 
Mistassini in Quebec, an area of good 
prospecting ground was disclosed in 
the form of a band of rocks eleven 
miles wide and extending east-west 
for 45 miles. 

In the MacKay Lake portion of the 
Northwest Territories, the third area, 
approximately one-quarter of the 
area examined was found to be un- 
derlain by rocks similar to those in 
which are located the producing gold 
mines of the Yellowknife district, 100 
miles to the south. The rocks in- 
clude two bands of greenstone each 
of which is larger than the band of 
rocks in which the Con and Negus 
gold deposits occur. Although they

are less than 30 miles from Great 
Slave Lake, neither of the green- 


stone bands has ben prospected and 
stone bands has been prospected and 
known. 

In British Columbia, the mapping 
hitherto geologically unexplored 
or partly explored areas has revealed 
new prospecting ground, Work that 


| was commenced this year in the Mc- 


Connell Creek area has shown that 
the rocks compare favourably with 
those of most other portions of the 
province in respect to the occurrence 
of metallic ore deposits. Of some 900 
square miles of new ground mapped 
in the Manson Creek area about 350 
square miles are considered to be 
favourable for prospecting. Likewise, 
the southwest corner of the Hope 
area in southern British Columbia 
is worthy of the attention of pros- 
pectors.

But German Army In Russia By No 
Means Broken 

A special radio despatch to the} 
Chicago Daily News from A. T. | 
Steel, at Kuibyshev, says, in part: | 
The German Army is by no means 
broken, It is still strong and in a 
few places still takes the offensive 
and badly 
needs rest. 

Hitler's remark in his Reichstag 
speech about Russian cold tended to 
confirm Russian reports of the woe- 
ful and inexcusable failure of the 
German high command to prepare its 
army for winter conditions, Appar- 
ently Hitler was so confident of 
reaching Mcscow and his other main 
objectives before winter that he neg- 
lected to supply his troops with ade- 


quate uniforms and winter equip- 
ment. 
For weeks, reports from the Rus- 


sian front have been telling of cap- 
half-frozen Germans wearing 
miscellaneous accessories 
women's shawls, blouses and skirts 
in their efforts to keep warm. Many 
were without heavy overcoats. Frost- 
bite cases were numerous and of 
course, to be wounded is to freeze un- 
less help comes quickly.

Yuletide season reveal that large 
numbers of birds brave the cold and 
snow to spend Christmas in Canada. 
These surveys also show interesting 
differences in the bird population in 
various regions and in suecessive 
years—differences that are due prin- 
cipally to changes in the supply of

available food and to climatic con- 
ditions. 
Some of the more familiar birds 


that spend Christmas in Canada are 
English sparrows, starlings, chicka- 
dees, woodpeckers, jays, and grouse. 
They do not, like woodchucks, black 
bears, and various other mammals, 
hibernate in a state of reduced ani- 
mation, but are alert and active in 
spite of low temperatures, a restrict- 
ed supply of food, and shortened day- 
light periods in which to feed. Even 
the tiny chickadee manages to keep 
from freezing during a 16-hour win- 
ter night in sub-zero weather in the 
noyth woods, 

(Last year experienced obser'yers, 
wotking singly or in groups at vari- 
aa points from Nova Scotia to Bri- 


tish Columbia, counted more than 
86,000 birds of 123 different kinds. 
Similar surveys were made this

Health. 


“How Toronto beat diphtheria” is 
the headings on large posters dis- 
played prominently in hundreds of 
British towns and cities. The poster 
says: ‘We can do likewise. It's up 
to you." It goes on to show how in 
1929 Toronto had 1,022 cases of 
diphtheria and 64 deaths, and how, 
after a campaign for immunization 
began, the cases dropped to 56 in 
1933, with five deaths, and in 1940 
there were no cases, and of course 
no deaths. 

The British Ministry of Health has 
asked Dr. Jackson to send them full 
| details of how Toronto co-operated 
with voluntary organizations such 
as the Health League of Canada, how 
clinics were set up, and how parents 
were persuaded that they should 
have their children protected against 
diphtheria. 

Many other cities in Canada have 
had a “No diphtheria” record during 
| the past year, Health League officials 
said. But in some centres of Can- 
ada the disease still takes its toll. 
Diphtheria could be completely wiped 
out of Canada, if proper health edu- 
| cational methods were adopted and 
| parents had their children toxoided.
